Electors voting at polling place must be asked to show a photo ID before receiving a
ballot — photo must reasonably look like voter
Electors must sign a poll list before being issued a ballot
o Elector with disability preventing physically able to sign are EXEMPT
o If another person signed voter’s registration form as voter has disability the
election inspector writes ‘exempt’ on signature line



o If voter already registered but claims to be unable to sign due to physical
disability, and both inspectors concur, the inspectors enter words “exempt by
order of inspectors” on signature line. If both inspectors do not waive
signature requirement, the voter shall be allowed to cast a ballot and the
inspector or inspectors who did not waive the requirement shall challenge the
ballot.

* Changes will be made to following forms: Voter Registration Application, Absentee
Application, Supplement Poll List, Absentee Certificate Envelope

* Voters casting provisional ballot on Election Day have until 4 p.m. the Friday after
the election to provide the required documentation

* Residency requirement is now 28 consecutive days

» Elector can no longer use a corroborating witness on registration form

* Voters required to provide most recent address where they previously registered to
vote — if falsified there is a penalty

* Municipal clerks shall be available at least until 5 p.m. on the Friday before the
election

+ In-person absentee voting begins the 3 Monday before the election

* In-person absentee voting ends at 5 p.m. or the close of business, whichever is later,
the Friday before the election

* During in-person absentee voting, municipal clerks must ask voters to provide a
photo ID

* Photo ID will be required for mail-in absentee voting

* Clerks must send absentee ballots electronically if requested by the voter
